AN ACT to prevent the adulteration of, and deception in the Rle of llnleed or flaxaeed 
oil, and to regulate thesale thereof. [Amendatory to title XLI of the code, penainlng 
to the police of the Btate.] 

:& it enacted by the General Assembly of the Stau of Iowa; 
SECTION 1. lItIanufacture-sale. No person, firm, or corporation shall 

manufacture or mix for sale. sell, or offer for eal~, as raw linEeed oil, any 
article which is not wholly the product of commercially pure linseed or 
fiaxseed. Nor shall any person, firm, or corporation manufacture or mix 
for sale. sell, or offer for sale, as boiled linseed oU, any article, unless 
the oil from which said article is made te wholly the product of commer­
cially pure linseed or ftaxseed, and unless the same has been heated to at 
least two hundred and twenty-five (225) degrees Fahrenheit.. 

SEC. 2. Compounds excepted. Nothing in this act shall be construed 
as prohibiting the sale or manufacture of any compound of linseed or 
ftaxseed oil; provided, that such compound, if it imitates in appear&nce 
and is designed to take the place of linseed or ftaxseed oil, shall not be 
manufactured or mixed for sale, seld, or offered for sale under a name or 
description containing the words" linseed oil" or c, ftaxseed oil " 

SEC 8. Penalty. Any person, firm, or corporation who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misde­
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punisbed for each and every 
such violation, DY a fine of not lESS than fifty (50) dollars, nor more than 
five hundred (500) dollars; 8nd in default of the payment of such fine shall 
be committ€d to the county jail for a perled of not less than thirty (30) days. 

SEC. 4. Duties and powers of inspectors and board of health. It 
shall be the duty of the inspectcrs of petroleum products, under such 
rules and regulations as the state b)8ord of health may prescribe, to enforce 
the provisions of this act. The violation of any of the provisiors of this 
actrelatiDg to the manufacture and adulteration of linseed or ftaxseed oU is 
hereby declared. to be a public nuisance, and any court of competent 
jurisdiction is authorized, upon application of the board of health or ita 
agents, to eDjoin such violation, in the same manner as injunctions are 
usually granted under the rules and practice of such court. The board, its 
inspectors, assistants, experts, and chemists, and others appointed by it, 
shall have access, ingress, and egress to and from all places of business 
and buildings where linseed or fta.xseed oil is kept for sale, stored or 
manufactured. They shall also have t.be power and authority to open any 
tank, barrel, can, or other vessel containing such oU, and may inspect the 
contents thereof, and take samples therefrom for analysis. All olerks, book­
keepers, eipress agents, railroad agentt, or 01licials, employes of common 
carriers, or other persons, shall render them all the assistance in their 
power, when so requested, in tracing, finding, or inspEcting such oUt 
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SEC. 5. Cost of analysis-county attorney. It shall be the duty of 
the court in every action brought under this act to tax as costs in the 
cause, the actual and necess~y expense of analyzing the linseed or flaxseed 
oil which shall be in controvarsy in such proceeding; provided, that the 
amount eo taxed shall not exceed the SU'll. of twenty-five (25) dollars. It 
shall bethe duty of the county attorney, upon the applica.tion of the state 
board of health, to atte ~d to the prosecution in the name of the state, of any 
suit brought for violation of any of the provisions of this act within his 
county.

AN ACT to prohibit the bringiDg into the state of any nursery stock IDfested with the San 
, .Jose soale; to provide for t.he punishment thereof; and to prevent the spread of the 

acale within the state. [\,dditional to title XI[ of t.he code, pertainiDg to the police of 
the state.] 

Be it enacted by tM General ABBembly of tM State of lmDa: 
SECTION 1. State entomologis~assistants-fees. The ent)mologist 

of the state experiment station is hereby constituted the state entomologist 
and charged with the'execution of this act. He may appoint such qualifled 
assistants as may be necessary, fix a reasonable compensation for their labor, 
and pay the same; and their acts shall have the same validity as his own. 
Be shall, by himself, or hisassi~tants, between the tirstdayof June and the 
:flft~enth day of September, in each ye~, when requested by the owner or 
agent or where he has reasonable grounds to believe the scale exists, 
carefully examine any nur.;ery. fruit fdorm, or other place where trees or 
plants are grown for sale, and if f Jund apparently free from the scale, he 
shall issue his certificate stating the facts, and shall collect therefor a fee 
of not less than five dollars,. nor more than fifteen dollars, according to 
the amount of stock inspected.. It shall be unlawful to sell, or ofter for 
tra.nsportation, any nursery stock outside the county where said nursery 
stock is grown unless accompanied by a copy of this certificate. 

SEC. 2. Quarantine-treatmen~collection of cost. The state 
entomllogist shall ha.ve authority, when· requested by the owner or agent, 
or when he has reasonable grounds to believe the scale exists, to enter 
upon any grounds, public or private, for the purpose of inspection, and, if 
he finds any nursery, orchard, garden, or other place infested by the scale, 
he ma.y, by himself or his assistants, enter upon such premises and estab­
lishquarantineregulations. If in his judgment the scale maybe eradicated by 
treatment, he may. in writing, order such treatment, and prescribe its kind 
and character. In case allY trees, shrubs or plants are 10und so infested 
tba.t it would be impracticable to treat them, he may order them burned. 
AfaHure for ten daysatter thedeliv.-ry of such order to the owner or persons 
in charge to treat or destroy such infested trees or plants; as ordered, shall 
authorize the entomologist to perform this work by himself or his assistants, 
and to ascertain the cost thereof. He shall certify the amount of such cost 
to the owner or person in charge of the premises, and if the same is not paid 
to him within sixty days thereafter he shall certify the amonnt to the county 
auditor, who shall spread the same upon the tax bOlks, to be collected as 
other taxes are, and turned over to the entomologist to become a part of the 
fund for carrying this act into effect. 

SEC. 8. Inspection of nursery stock shipped into state. Where 
nursery stock is shipped into this state, accompanied by a certiflcate as 
herein provided, it shall be held prima J~ evidence of the facts therein 
stated, but the. state entomologist, by himself or his usistants, .when they 
have l'MBOn to believe any such stock is infested with the scale, shall be 
authorized to inspect the same and subject it to like treatment as provided 
in section two of this act. 
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
